France has rejected a similar 
warning regarding her treaty with 
the Soviet Union. 

The Paris pacts clearing the way 
for West German sovereignty and 
a German contribution to Western 
defense were approved by the Ger- 
man Bundestag Sunday. Only eight 
of the 15 nations involved have 
completed parliamentary action on 
the treaties to date. 

REJECT BRITISH VIEW 

The new Soviet note rejected the 
sritish gontention that inclusion of 
West Germany in the Western de- 
fense system did not violate the 
British-Soviet pact, and that Brit- 
ain’s participation in the Paris re- 
armament agreements would pro- 
mote peace and European security. 

“The Soviet government cannot 
agree with such a statement,’ the 
new note said. 

It went on and accused Britain 
of being ‘‘one of the chief organ- 
izers and participants”’ in the Paris 
agreements which it said were a 
dangerous policy of reviving Ger- 
man militarism. 

The Soviet note said that under

Honest About Roads 


From time to time various officials 
vigorously have denied that Georgia's pri- 
mary roads are in a deplorable state of 
deterioration. 

When The Constitution cited this fact 
during last summer's political campaign, 
we were roundly taken to task 
least one of the candidates and accused of 
being opposed to rural road building. 

Sunday on WSB-TV’'s Press Gallery 
the head of the State Highway Board, 
Walter A. Blasingame, told Georgians the 
truth. And even though the truth hurts, 
we've got to face facts. And those facts, 
said Chairman Blasingame, are these:

Georgia’s primary roads need repair- 
ing from “one end to the other” because 
heavy traffic has “practically destroyed 
them.” These tourist-bearing primary 
roads are in the worst condition of any 
of the state’s paved highways. Not just a 
few of them are in bad shape, he em- 
phasized, but all of them. 

Georgians will be grateful, to Mr. 
Blasingame for his honesty in facing up 
to facts. They will be pleased, too, that 
he has an understanding of the real situ- 
ation. 


While looking to the federal aid pro- 
gram recently proposed by President Ei- 
senhower as one way out of the dilemma, 
the board cannot close its eyes to the prob- 
ability that the program which Congress 
may finally adopt could fall far short of 
that expected. What then?

The State Highway Department re- 
cently estimated that it would take $2,- 
000,000,000 in the next decade to bring 
the road system up to standard.

Toll roads are unpopular but we may 
have to turn to them as a final resort—at 
least as a means of solving part of the 
problem. The Griffin administration in- 
dicates it has no closed mind on this sub- 
ject, even though the Toll Road Authority 
has been abolished.

Talks With Red China 
Might Prove Useful 


oe 

Red CHina’s premier, the shrewd Com- 
munist who now is the “oldest”? Marxist 
In point of service in any of the countries 
of the Kremlin's faith, is now willing to 
“discuss” the fate of the captive U.S. air- 
men—l1l1l of them. They are the crew of 
a U.S. bomber shot down over North Ko- 
rea. Despite the fact they were in uniform, 
China held and convicted them as “spies.” 

In an address before the Georgia Press 
Institute last Saturday, Thomas J. Hamil- 
ton, veteran. chief of the New York Times’ 
United Nations Bureau, discussed the is- 
sue of these captives. 

The trumped-up “spy” case against 
them resulted, he said, from the Red Chi- 


nese interpretation of the “mutual de- 
fense”’ treaty made between the United 
States and Formosa’s Nationalists. 

“For the Chinese Communists,” said 


Hamilton, “the treaty was interpreted as 
meaning the United States was about to 
assist Chiang launch ‘an attack on the 
mainland ... the ‘conviction’ of the 11 
airmen was their reply. It was immedie 
ately clear, since it would have been easy 
for them to have kept the men in prison 
without bringing them to public attention, 
that the trial was staged in reprisal for 
the treaty and in the hope of stirring up 
public attention at home here and in 
Asia.” 
« * > 

The Chinese now notify us they are 
willing to receive a U.S. mission to discuss 
the case and “the tensions between the 
U.S. and Peiping.”’ 

It is obvious the Communists have 
something more in mind than the prison- 
ers. They are launched on a military cam- 
paign. This “soft” offer could well be a 
prelude to an attack on the islands of 
Quemoy and Matsu. We have said we will 
not assist in the defense of those islands 
unless the attack on them is “part of an 
assault on Formosa.” If the Chinese sug- 
gest discussion of tensions, it could be 
their way of Saying any attack which may 
come on the adjacent islands is not di- 
rected at Chiang’s stronghold. 

The wisdom of the administration pol- 
icy in refusing permission for relatives to 
“visit” the captives is proved by this new 
move by the Chinese. So far they have 


' 
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obtained no propaganda value from the 
“trial” and “‘convictions.” 

Barring some undisclosed reason mak- 
ing it impossible, the United States imme- 


“ditely should accept the suggestion that a 


mission be sent to some neutral site to dis- 
cuss “‘the tensions between the United 
States and Peiping.” This recommendation 
stems from no confidence in the Chinese 
Reds’ intentions.

Parents Must~Help 
A Child Face Life 


Emotional problems are not 


confined to adult life. Most of us 


have forgotten that as children 


we faced many complex situa- 


tions that we did not know how 
to handle. 
wise understanding, 


and they 


used these every-day incidents 


to help further our emotional de- 
velopment. 


Virtually all children quarrel 


and many are shy when visitors 
come to the house. Starting 
school may prove a fearful ex- 


perience 
i* unprepared to make the ad- 


justment; and the same applies 
to an illness of more than a 
week. 


Some youngsters look upon the 
physician as a bogy man, es- 
pecially when he gives the im- 
munization ‘‘shots.’’ 

All these situations are part 
of normal development and rare- 
ly have an adverse effect upon 
the personality, particularly 
when the child is being reared 
in a secure and loving environ- 
ment, 

Some parents worry about ag- 
gressiveness, forgetting what this 
is a ntuaral behavior pattern 
in 2 and 3-yvear-olds. 

But the youngster becomes a 
good candidate for an emotional 
disturbance if the problem is not 
handled properly. By forcing the 
youngster to accept strangers 
(a new baby sitter, for example), 
the result may be added anxiety 
forms ranging from temper tan- 
trums to refusal to eat or sleep.

Hunter, who will soon round out 
his first year at its helm, was 
looking for a new warehouse site. 

He said Crucible plans to build 
an 18,500 square foot combination 
warehouse and office in Atlanta 
to replace older facilities now in- 
adequate for the company’s grow- 
ing Southeastern business.

He achieved that goal at Emory 
in 1926, and went into the firm 
founded by his father in 1896, re- 
portedly the first CPA office in 
Atlanta. 

In 1942, when Hunter was 37, 
two important things happened: 

1. After studying to become a

firm with Haskins & Sells, and 
became a partner in their New 
York office. 

Hunter was put in charge of a 
number of accounts, including
